T'ne Issue it question rolutes to the differ-
ence between the eity and the rond  in esti-
miting the width of the right of way. The
ity tultes the ground that under its charter
the road is only entitled toa right of wiy
160 feet wide exempt from municipal tax.
ation. The railvond claims that the prop-
erty in question was purchased and im-
proved before the charter wont into effect
pud that the vight ol way in excess of the
desigunted width I8 equally entitled to im-
mnnity. They therefore ask the court to
epjoin the clty from levying taxes on any
part ol the right of  way or other proporty
of the compny.

The injunction was granted by Judge
Dundy with the coundition that the city
should have the right to apply for an order
dissolving the injunction at any time by giv-
ing one duy's notice,
